Kansas City, Mo., Dec. 22.—Judge William 
H. Wallace of the Jackson county Criminal 
court, who has been credited with having 
started the Sunday observance movement 
that now has become widespread, has issued 
a significant statement on his interpretation 
of the Missouri law that he is seeking to 
enforce. 

He also arraigns those who, he says. violate 
the law for pecuniary gain und dwells upon 
what ‘he says is a crying need of one day of 
rest out of eVery seven. 

As a result of Judgé Wallace's éampeize | 
the county grand 
turned 1,101 indictments against violators of 
the Sunday law; forced hundreds of shop- 
keepers to close their places of business on 
that day and within the last three weeks has 
placed more than 500 Sunday working actors, 
actresses, theatrical managers, and their em- 
ployés and others under bond for hearing 
later. 

The grand jury is still in session and the 
judge says he will not cease his efforts until 
the law is respected to the letter. 


Sunday Laws Are for Laborers. 

In his statement Judge Wallace says: 

“It is a mistake to suppose that the Sab- 
bath is purely a religious institution, and that 
its enforced observance is for the benefit of 
the church. The Sabbath was ordained be- 
fore man had fallen, or there was a church, 
or need for a redeemer. 

“By divine example the Almighty or- 
dained it by resting from the work of crea- 
tion on the seventh day, and he impressed 
forever upon it its sacred character by hal- 
lowing it.“ The Sabbath would be with us 
had sin never entered the world. 

Hence, when we think logically and his- 
torically, it is easy to perceive how it is that 
a desire for a day of rest is a latent intbition 
with the laboring man. 

“The tyranny of 6,000 years of human 
avarice hag not eradicated it. Justice Field, 
so long a member of our United States Su- 
preme court, was right when, as one of the 
Supreme judges of California, he declared 
that Sunday laws are enacted primarily for 


the protection of labor. 


Says Avarice Opposes “Closing.” 

“Nor should we wonder that avarice is 
turning its guns upon the friends of Sunday 
observance. It can on Sunday glut its 
ravenous maw with more of the wages that 
have been paid the laborer than on any other 

days of the week combined. The Sun 
theater, as rich a harvest as the Sunday 
saloon, is preof of this fact. 

“ But consistent as it is with the needs and 
constitution of man, the idea of one day in 
seven as a day of rest was not evolved by 
natural, religious or human philosophy. It is 
a divine revelation. 

“It is the peculiar feature of Christianity, 
by which is meant the system of theology 
taught by the old and new testaments. lts 
origin is with the bible and not with Con- 
fucianism, or Brahminism, or Buddhism, or 
the mythological religions of G e, or 
Rome, or of any other nation. 

Upon these two doctrines—that the con- 
stitution of man requires and the word of 
God commands one day in seven as a day of 
rest are grounded the Sunday statutes of the 
several states of the undon. With rarest ex- 
ceptions our judicial decisions, whose name 
is legion, rest upon precisely the same foun- 
dation. 

In speaking of the cause of the widespread 
movement for Sunday closing, Judge Wal- 
lace seid: 

It seems to me that the abuse of the 
liquor traffic is aiding the cause of prohibi- 
tion, and the open and defiant desecration of 
the Sabbath is opening tie eyes of men to 
the importance of Sunday observance.”’ 


Policemen Guard Gotham Shows. 

New York, Dec. 22.—With policemen as 
monitors prepared to stop any performance 
that escaped the bounds of the sacred or 
educati „ the Sunday amusement pro- 
moters generally resumed business today. 

With few exceptions the entertainments 
were such as had been given before Justice 

O Goman's strict interpretation of the Sunday 
closing law interfered and, after two blue 
Sundays, resulted in the adoption by the 
~aldermen of a more liberal ordinance. The 
exceptions were the moving picture shows 
of the east side, which were not allowed to 
open, though the proprietors of some prom- 
ised to picture only biblical scenes. 

.The theaters, opera houses, and higher 
class music halls continued as before. The 
vaudeville houses confined their programs to 
sketches, monologues, stereopticon exhibi- 
tions, and singing. 2 

The only departure of consequence from the 
week day presentations was that stage ‘‘busi- 
ness was eliminated. Costumes, scene 
shifting, and makeups were barred. Danc- 
ing was also prohibited on the stage, but for 
those who would dance for their own enter- 
tainment the dancing academies were open. 
Skating rinks, too, were again in full swing.

CONFERENCE IS CALLED. 


8 
Governors, Citizens, and Law- 


makers from All Sections 
Will Discuss Plans. 


BY JOHN CALLAN O’LAUGHLIN, 

Washington, D. C., Dee, 22.—[Special.]— 
Gov. Deneen has notified President Roose- 
velt that he will participate with other state 
executives in a conference to be held at the 
White house in May next, for the purpose of 
adopting plans for the conservation of the 
natural resources of the country. 


Up to date not a single governor has ex- 


pressed unwillingness to attend the confer- 
ence. Acceptances have been received from 
more than forty. Almost without exception 
the governors pave expressed hearty ap- 
proval of the action of the president in call- 
ing the conference; and have promised to be 
present with three representative citizens of 
their respective stat 

Some of them, like v. Deneen, say they 
will gather material as to the waste of the 
resources in their particular jurisdiction and 
present it to the conference. 


Purpose of the Conference. 

The purpose of the conference is to take 
an inventory of the natural resources of the 
United States, to forecast the needs of the 
future, and to arrange the handling of the 
great sources of our prosperity so as not to 
destroy, in advance, all hope of the pros- 
perity of our descendants. 

President Roosevelt has called attention to 
the way in which the abundant natural re- 
/pources are becoming depleted, and, in some 
cases, exhausted; and he has emphasized tne 
belief that the country ‘is face to face with 
the portentous fact that the whole future 
is involved in the decision the conference 
must reach. 

He does not presume to outline what that 
decision shall be. On the other hand, the 
fullest and freest discussion will be invited. 
There will. be no set program, dry papers, 
and long speeches. 


Chicago Vitally Interested. 

Every section of the country will be vitally 
interested in the results of the conference. 
Chicago, for instance, will be concerned over 
the plah adopted with regard to the clarifica- 
tion of water. 

Gov. Broward of Florida proposes to insist 
upon a thorough investigation of the extent 
to which the waters of streams are polluted 
by sewage poured in from the great cities, 
and, as he has stated, it may be found neces- 
sary to stop the emptying of sewage in 
streams. 

The question of government or state control 
of water power also intimately concerns II1!- 
nois. 

In addition to these matters, the conference 
will deal with measures to be taken to pro- 
tect the forests and mines. It has been es- 
timattd that had not the president interfered 
by creating for reserves. another quarter 
of a century would have witnessed the dis- 
appearance of timber from the United 
States. 

Properly controlled, the contributions 
which the present national forests make, and 
will increasingly make, to the national wealth 
will be enormous. 


Vast Wealth Is Conserved. 

The forage crop of 160,000,000 acres of na- 
tional forests supports cattle, horses, sheep, 
and goats, which pay into the pockets of 
western stockmen profits amounting to $10, - 
000,000 annually. 

The annual timber crop which these forests 
are capable of producing would be werth, 
on the stump, at present prices perhaps $10,- 
000,000 more and on the market nearer $100,- 
000,000, the difference representing the re- 
turn to the labor and capital which would bé 
employed in handling it. 

The standing timber stored up ready for 
use when the needs of the west call for it 
probably will sell on the stump within the 
next fifty years for more than the amount 
of the present national debt. 

In spite of their earnest recommendations 
the president and Secretary Garfield are 
doubtful if any legislation regarding the con- 
servation of national resources will be 
passed during the present session of con- 
gress. 

As the president invited,the members of 
both houses of congress to participate in 
the conference with the governors, the na- 
tional legislators are disposed to await the 
results of the discussion. 

In the meantime they will study the pre- 
liminary report ot the inland waterways 
commission created by the president last 
March. It had been expected that this re- 
port would be submitted: before the Christ- 
mas holidays, but now it is stated it will not 
be ready before the middle of January. 

The report will be of a general character 
and will point out the necessity of national 
and state measures for the protection of 
waterways.

HOSPITAL'S OLD RULE WAIVED 


Woman’s Institution for First 


Time Harbors Man Patient. 
SERIOUS CASE OF LOCKJAW. 


Not Even Frank Hill's Sweetheart Is 
Permitted to See Him. : 


There is a man patient in the Chicago Wom- 
an's hospital, .Thirty-second street and 
Rhodes avenue—the first man patient admit- 
ted since the hospital was founded, thirty- 
four years ago. 

He has been there twenty-two days, and 
hasn’t seen any other man during that time 
excepting his physician, the senior surgeon 
of the hospital staff, Dr. D. A. K. Steele. Yet 
he seems perfectly contented, and he hasn’t 
opened his mouth, hasn’t spoken a word, 
since he entered the private ward. This last 
condition, however, was not a matter of 
choice, 

The patient is Frank Hill of Ravenswood, 
25 years old, a shipping. clerk for a manufac- 
turing concern. He is suffering from a severe 
case of lockjaw. Nothing short of the con- 
certed efforts of the many women attendants 
and the best medical skill could have brought 
him through. His only means of communi- 
cation is to write down what he would say if 
he could talk. 

Wants to See His Sweetheart. 

Despite his peculiar situation, it is not a 
man that Mr. Hill most desires to see, but his 
faithful sweetheart, who has called at the 
hdéepital every day to inquire about his con- 
aoe She ie Miss Dubach.

“ When I saw how seriously Ill the young 
man was, said Dr. Steele, my first thought 
was to get him to the nearest hospital. I

man patient. 
Without much hesitation the superin- 


tendent told me she would, provided the man 
be placed in a private ward, and attended 
by private nurses. I immediately injected 
anti-tetanus toxine, and Mr. Hill fs well on 
the way to recovery; althou it is as severe 
a case as I ever saw.’ 

No visitors have been allowed to see the 
patient, but Dr. Steele says he may permit 
Miss Dubach to see her fiancétoday. She has 
Written a letter daily to the patient. He 
seems greatly cheered by the missives and 
writes often in reply. During the long sick- 
ness Mr. Hill has been fed through a tube, 
inserted in his mouth through an aperture 
made by the removal of two teeth. 

In view of Mr. Hiil’s early recovery, the

Walton is nota 
bridge whist player, but what he saw gave 
him a dew pleasurable thrills just the same.

London Editor Says We Have Put 
Heads in Lion’s Jaws. 


BIG FLEET IS A MENACE. 


Any Armada, Except Greatest Afloat, 
Shows Weakness of Nation. 


LONDON, Dec. 23.—William T. Stead, the 
editor of the Review of Reviews, in an arti- 
cle in the Daily Mail, justifying his recent 
advocacy of Great Britain’s replying to Ger- 
many’s naval program, by laying down two 
Dreadnoughts for every one Germany 
bullds, argues that Germany has weakened 
inetead of strengthened her position in the 
world by building a fleet, because the whole 
German navy virtually is a hostage in the 
hands of a stronger naval power. 
For any power to have a fleet on tne 
high seas, says the writer, which is not 
the strongest fleet afloat, is an increase, not 
of strength, but of vulnerability. 
“The United States, invulnerable on land. 
is venturing her head into the jaws of the 
Japanese lion, and, while the fleet remains 
in the Pacific, Americans will be civil to 
Japan.” 

Torpedo Flotilla Resumes Voyage. 

PORT OF SPAIN, Dec. 22.—The American 
torpedo boat flotilla sailed for Rio Janeiro at 
8 o'clock this morning. It was delayed on ac- 
count of the late arrival of the supply ship 
Arethusa with provisions and other neces- 
sary supplies. All on board are reported 
well, 


RETURN. ROUTE NOT CHOSEN. 
Washington, D. C., Dec. 22.—‘‘ The pro- 
gram for the return of the battleship fleet 
has been discussed among the officials of 
the navy department, but no decision has 
“been reached and will not be for some time 
to come,” said Secretary of the Navy Met- 
calf today. 

His remark was called out by a wireless 
message from flagship Connecticut stat- 
ing that Admi Evans had authorized the 
statement that it is his personal belief that 
the havy department's present intention is 
to. have the battleship fleet return by way of 
the Suez canal next summer or fall. 

On Christmas eve the battleship fleet will

BERLIN CHILDREN STARVING; 
SCHOOL LAWS ARE CAUSE. 


Municipality Faces Problem in Food 
Supply for 12,000 Pupils Whose 
Parents Are Without Means. 


BERLIN, Dec. 22.—The municipality is 
facing a serious problem in connection with 
the supply of food to thousands of virtually 
starving children attending the primary 
schools in Berlin, whose numbers have been 
greatly augmented this year in consequence 
of the industrial inactivity. 

In the first week of December, according to 
official statistics from 245 oute@ef the 285 
primary schools, no fewer than 11,947 chil- 
dren attended echool, in most cases without 
breakfast and in all cases without the pros- 
pect of obtaining, a midday meal at home. 
Of those 4,408 receive a simply daily meal 
from the fourteen canteens. The other 7,449 
are totally unprovided for. < 

The question of the city’s responsibility for 
the children has now been raised by the so- 
cialists in the municipal council, who pro- 
pose that the council should in future under- 
take the task. 

Altogether for the feeding of the 12,000 
starving little ones during the winter $37,500 
will be necessary, and the council is to be 
asked to vote $30,000 to make up the amount 
required and place it at the disposition of the 
society for administration.

Woman Says Parenthood in Slums 
Is Crime Against Society. 


SEEKS AID OF NEW LAWS. 


Youth Reared in Poverty Held Not 
Liable tor Wrong Doing.

New York, Dee. 22.—[Spécial. ]—At a recent 
meeting of the Women's Peace Circle Mrs. 
C. C. Crossman, who is prominent in club 
life and charitable work in the city, startled 
the members by some particularly outspoken 
expressions in favor of race suicide. 

“ What we need,” said she, “is the sup- 
pression of unnecessary reproduction. When 
parents cannot support their children itisa 
crime to bring them into the world.“ 

Her views were published and created much 
comment. To make her position clear Mrs. 
Crossman has prepared an article on the 
subject; in which she says: 


Marriage u the most sacred institution: 
in the world. It involves duties, responsibill- 


ties, and burdens which children should be 
taught to understand from their earliest 
childhood. The bringing of children into the 
world py parents totally unfit to rear them 
and ald in their development is a crime that 
it will be necessary in the end to eradicate by 
legislation. 


Can Only Burden Society. 
“For a couple unable to support even 
themselves to bring into the world a family 
of children is an unspeakable crime. The 


environment of children born in poverty, de- 
prived of ever the necessaries of life. and 


‘turned out upon the world to shift for them- 


selves at an age when they should be nest- 
ling at their mother’s bosom preclude the 
possibility of their ever becoming aught but 
a burden on the community. 

It is not a subject to be treated lightly 
On the contrary, it is most sacred. It in- 
volves what is the foundation of the home 
and society—the child. Our future as a na- 
tion depends upon our children. What, then, 
will be that future each year sees thou- 
sands and hundreds of thousands of children 
brought into the world only to grow up in 
an atmosphere of vice, degradation, and false 


ideals? 


“It is my hope that the time will come 
when the parents will realize the enormity 
of their offense in bringing into the world a 
life that from the start must be blighted. 

“The responsibility for the neglect and 
norisupport of the children rests, in the great 
majority of cases, upon man, while the la- 
bor, privations, and pain fal] upon the wom- 
an. Race suicide,’ it ig called, to plead for 
smaller families, but it is nothing but 
mother killing to impose the burden of 
rearing a large family upon the shoulders 
of the wife. 


Child Not Liable for Crime. 

The jails and courts are filled each day 
with youths accused of crime. Yet they are 
not the ones to be blamed. In the vast ma- 
jority of cages they are members of large 
families, children of improvident parents. 
Improperly nourished in their infancy, 
turned out on the streets in their youngest 
childhood, accustomed to sights of bru- 
tality and degradation from their first day's 
understanding, it is no wonder that they 
come eventually within the class of law- 
breakers. It is not the child that should be 
in jail—it is the parent. 

What I try to do, and what I like to see 
Christian men and women do, is to go about 
and teach these children of the slums and 
streets the awfulnesg of bringing more of 
their kind into the world. I would teach 
them that they should not marry until they 
can support themselves and their offspring. 

Whenever the opportunity has presented 
itself I have tried to teach people of the slums 
my ideas. Many children I knew years ago 
today are heads of their own homes, happy, 
prosperous, and unweighted by the burden 
of children they cannot support. Out of a 
Sunday school class of fourteen girls I 
taught some years ago all are married, and 
none has more than two children. Yet near- 
ly all of these girls are members of large 
families themselves.

JUDGES VICTIMS 


OF DARING THIEF | 


Man Operates in the Chambers 


of Newcomer and Sadler 
as Trials Progress. 


LOSSES PERTURB BENCH. 


Overcoat Which Is Evidence in 
Pending Case Is One of 
the Articles Taken. 


The.police are seeking eagerly a thief who 
entered the private chambers of Judges 
Newcomer and Sadler at the Harrison street 
statfon while they were doling out just ice to 
other criminals and stole a $25 overcoat and 
suit case containing papers valued at $100. 

It is a moral certainty that if overtaken his 
sentence will not be tempered with the sort 
of justice these judges mentioned in connec, 
tion with the unfortunates caught in the 
present shoplifting erase.“ 

The robbery raises a nice question as to 
who is really responsible for the restoration 
of the coat, or its equivalent, and trouble 
may come when the prisoner held for steal- 
ing it originally insists that it be produced 
in evidence against him. 

Assistant State's Attorney Roe is prose- 
cuting the original thief, and the man who 
stole it last is supposed to have been a pris- 
oner coming under the jurisdiction of As- 
sistant City Prosecutor Breen. Inspector 
Wheeler, as commanding officer of the sta- 
tion, may be held responsible for the thief 
getting into the chambers. 


Lose Perturbs Judges. 

It was at Mr. Roe’s suggestion that Judge 
‘Badler locked the coat inside the bookcase 
of his chambers. At the adjournment of court 
Friday afternoon, Judge Sadler noticed it was 
gone. Judge Newcomer heard about it and 
then lopked about in his own chambers and 
discovered that some one got away with 
his suitcase filled with papers which he says 
cannot be replaced for $100. 

It was evident both jobs were done by the 
same man. The judges were shocked and 
when Inspector Wheeler was called into 
consultation he, too, was shocked. The pre- 
sumption is that the crime was committed 
by one of the lodgers who pays for his sleep 
in the lockup by aiding the janitor. 

Judge Fake First Victim.

Woman Offers to Form $160,000,000 
Enterprise to Control Everything if 
Loaned Paltry Sum. 


New York, Dec. 22.—[Special.]—Al! that is

It is as follows: The $300 will be 
used to hire Faneuil hall in Boston on Lin- 
coln’s birthday next, when The American 
association to adjust, maintain, and per- 
petuate American inetitutions” will de 
launched. 

Every one of the 80,000,000 residents in the 
United States will be anxious to join and 
will gladly pay the initiation fee of $2. This 
will provide the initial capital of $160,000,000 
and make the association a going concern. 

Of every $2 received, $1 will be used to form 
a national campaign fund and the other dol- 
lar will go for the organization expenses. 

The president of the asrociation, who 
should naturally be Mrs. Firestone, shall re- 
ceive a salary of $60,000 a year, will serve 
three years, and then will be retired on a life 
pensien.

RAILROADS AND COAL MINES. 
The Hepburn rate law of last year 
made it unlawful for the railroads to ship 
from one state to another any commodity 
mined or produced by it, except timber. 
This was for the purpose of driving the 
roads out of the coal business, as far as 
interstate traffic was concerned. 

The investigations by the interstate 
commerce commission of conditions in 
Pennsylvania, Maryland, and West Vir- 
ginia had revealed the necessity for such 
a provision. The private mine owners 
were at the mercy of railroads which 
united the incongruous parts of carrier 
and shipper. The contention that the rail- 
roads should be restricted to their legiti- 
mate field of work met with no opposition 
in congress. 

As it was recognized that the roads 
could not divest themselves of their coal 
properties offhand, they were given until 
May next to do it. That was certainly 
ample time, but few, if any, roads have 
complied with the law. They have appar- 
ently acted on the assumption that it 
would not, or could not, be enforced, or 


| that congress could be persuaded to re- 


consider its action. 
There was a good market for coal mines 


roads would have found no difficulty in 
disposing of theirs. Some lines needed 
money for improvements and extensions, 
and found it hard to get on easy terms. 
They could have raised part of the money 
by selling their mines, but they did not. 
Just now they cannot sell except at a sac- 
rifice. 

The first of May is only four months 
off, and the railroads which own coal 
mines are becoming nervous. They would 
like to have congress extend the time, or, 
if it will not do that, mitigate the penal- 
ties. Then the roads could test the con- 
atitutionality of the provision without be- 
ing subjected to crushing fines if it should 
be upheld. , 

Some of the roads are considering the 
advisability of organizing companies 
whose stock should be distributed pro rata 
among the railroad shareholders and turn- 
ing over the mines to those companies. 
There would be a “community of inter- 
est” in such a case. The mining and th? 
railroad corporation would be owned and 
controlled by the same people. One can 
see in this plan an attempt to get around 
a law which says that no railroad com- 
pany shall be directly or indirectly inter- 
ested in the coal mining business. 

The railroads are not entitled to an ex- 
tension of time, They failed to obey the 
law when they could have done so with 
ease. They do not deserve to be treated 
with special consideration. But if the 
railroads shall make it clear that they 
have finally concluded to comply with the 
law by giving up in good faith the busi- 
ness of mining and dealing in coal as far 
as interstate traffic is concerned, it is not 
likely that the government will be har] 
upon them. It has no disposition to pun- 
ish those who are honestly trying to do 
right, even where they have been a litt'e 
slow about it. 


TROUBLESOME TEAMSTERS. 


Thete are many teamsters, though not 
so many as of old, who pergist in keep ng 
on the car tracks after the motorman’s 
bell has given them notice to get off. O- 
casionally one sees a long procession of 
cars moving slowly in the rear of a single 
team whose driver obstinately refuses to 
turn out. 

The indignant passengers would be de- 
lighted to see the driver arrested and 
taken off to a police station. The chief of 
police gives a reason why this summary 
method of abating a nuisance is not al- 
ways the best one. He says that when a 
driver is arrested his wagon, which may 
be filled with valuable merchandise, must 
be taken care of, and there are delay an! 
trouble for the employer, who is not th» 
guilty party. Furthermore, a policeman 
is taken temporarily off his beat, where 
he may be greatly needed. 

The matter can be managed generall7 
without inconveniencing the employer. If 
a teamster who is caught obstructing cars 
will not give his name it will be easy to 
get that of the firm he works for and thus 
find out who he is. Then the machinery 
of the Municipal court can be brought 
into play and the offender be brought be- 
fore it and fined. After a number of 
fines shall have been imposed teamsters 
will have more respect for the warning 
bell, 

The public.is calling out for good stree: 
car service. One of its essentials is the 
rapid movement of cars. That is impos- 
sible while teams block the way as much 
as they do now. It is the duty of the 
police—peaceably if they can, forcibly if 
they must—to keep the tracks clear. It is 
in their power to do it. while it is not in 
that of the companies. 


ATHLETICS IN THE SERVICE. 


A late issue of Army and Navy Life 
comains a strong defense of athletic 
sports in the service. The writer points 
out that the influences for good are mora! 
as well as physical, and that it has been 
his observation that however addicted a 
man may be to alcoholic stimulants he is 
less inclined to encourage this tendency 
during the football ‘or baseball season. 
He maintains also that such men as go in 
for athletics are likely to make the best 
soldiers, and that however violent such 
sports may seem to the layman they are 
hardly to be considered objectionable for 
men who must accustom themselves to 
the severities of the rugged physical life. 

This is in part a corroboration of the 
remark attributed to Wellington that his 
best soldiers came from the athletic 
fields of English schools and universities, 
and it is do@btless true in its essential 
particulars. Whatever may be argued 
as to the overdoing of athletics in the 
fresh water institutions of learning, 
which primarily were designed for other 
purposes, it does not of necessity apply 
as rigorously to the academies of prepa- 
ration for army or navy service. And it 
certainly does not lessen the efficiency of 
the soldier in time of peace that he is 
kept in good physical condition by proper 
attention to the good that lies in athletic 
sports. If the moral influence adds its 
benefits to the physical results there 18 
the more reason for listening to the opin- 
ions of the contributor.

It has been a ‘source of 
auxiety to the heads of the rervice that 
the enlistments have not kept pace with 
the withdrawals, and even at West Point 
the honor of an appointment to a cadet- 
ship has seemed to lose no little of its 
charm.

THE SUPPLY. 

The declaration of a prominent mem- 
ber of the Milk Dealers“ / association that 
a further advance in the price of milk 
is to be expected next year is anything 
but encouraging. It is worth while to 
investigate the truth of certain state- 
ments regarding the sources of supply. 

There is likely to be a steady increase 
in the demand for milk as the population 
of the city grows. If this increase is to 
be accompanied by a diminution of the 
supply the situation will be a serious one. 
The statement of a milk dealer that the 
followed 
by an investigation of the facts. 

If it is found that there is a diminution 
of the annua! milk supply there should be 
inquiry to discover the reasons why_the 
farmers are giving up the dairy industry. 
It is not easy to see what better opening 
awaits them. The farms which once 
yielded wheat in good quantities cannot 
compete with the great grain fields of the 
northwest. The farms in the corn belt 
are much better adapted to that branch 
of agriculture than the dairy farms are. 
With a certain market always awaiking 
their product the dairy farmers ought to 
be contented and prosperous. The sta- 
tistics of the government show them as 
factors of great importance in producing 
the wealth which comes from the farms. 

What is true of the counties in close 
proximity to Chicago might be declared 
also of those more remote and even in 
neighboring states. ‘The means of com- 
munication are so many, so swift, and 80 
satisfactory that there is nothing to pre- 
vent the handling of milk in the Chicago 
markets which is brought from a consid- 
erable distance. It should be obtained 
from Michigan and Indiana as well as II- 
nois and Wisconsin. There ought to be no 
difficulty in getting a sufficient supply to 
meet the demands of the growing city. 

No one will be much exercised over the 
statement that the milk dealers are mak- 
ing little or nothing and that they will 
have to go out of business unless cou- 
ditions change. It is highly improbable 
that any of them are in the business for 
their health. But there will be ground 
for unrest if it is found to be true that 
the dairy farmers are withdrawing from 
the field and that the visible supply of milk 
is growing smaller with each year. In-

Among the features of the new Almanach 
de Gotha for 1908, which has just made its 
appearance, is the indication that the kaiser 
has not seen fit to continue the title of duke 
to the eldest son and heir of the late duke of 
Pless, who has therefore to remain content 
with the dignity of a prince of Pless. 

Married to the beautiful daughter of Col. 
and Mrs. Cornwallis West, it was naturally 
supposed that on his father’s death last year 
he had succeeded to all of the nobiliary hon- 
ors of his parent. 

But it now turns out that the title of duke 
bestowed by the kaiser upon the late prince 
three years ago was merely ad personam, 
and became extinct with his death. 

Quite a number of the higher titles of 
nobility conferred by the kaiser in recent 
years are coupled with the intimation that 
they are either. only for life or else that the 
crown reserves to itself the right of nom- 
inating the heir. 

An instance of the latter kind is the prince- 
ly title of the chancellor, von Bülow. He 
has no sons, but the patent expressly stip- 
ulates that the sovereign reserves to him- 
self the prerogative of selecting that par- 
ticular one of the sons of the younger broth- 
ers of the chancellor who appears best quali- 
wry’ to perpetuate the princely dignity of his 
uncle. 

A similar reservation was insisted upon in 
the patent by which the title of prince was 
bestowed upon Count Munster as a reward 
for his services as chief representative of 
the German empire at the first peace con- 
gress of The Hague. 

Prince Munster died about three years ago, 
leaving two sons, the elder of whom had be- 
come involved im all sorts of scrapes, flnan- 
clal and otherwise, while the younger, Count 
Alexander Mungter, married to Lady Muriel 
Hay, sister of the earl of Kinnoull and owner 
of Maresfield park, a beautiful country seat 
in the south of England, is to all intents 
and purposes an Englishman. 

Consequently, at Prince Munster’s demise 
the kaiser did not see fit to perpetuate his 
title of prince, which thereby was permitted 
to drop.

Perhaps the most notable instance during 
the reign of the kaiser of a title of this kind 
not being continued to the eldest son was 
that of the dukedgm of Lauenburg. bestowed 
by the kaiser upun old Prince Bismarck at 
the time of his compulsory resignation of the 
chancellorship of the German empire.

Moreover, he absolutely refused to pay 
the customary fees and to fulfill the other 
legal requirements of the department of her- 
aldry at Berlin in connection with the duke- 
dom. 

Consequently it lapsed on his demise, and 
was not continued in the person of his eldest 
son and heir, the late prince Herbert Bis- 
marck, or in the latter's boy, the present 
chief of the Bismarck family. 

The old chancellor's irritation in connec- 
tion with the dukedom of Lauenburg was 
largely due to the fact that throughout the 
latter part of the reign of the late Emperor 
William he had endeavored to induce him to 
secure the consent of the other sovereigns 
of the confederation of states constituting 
the German empire to the restoration of the 
old duchy of Lauenburg to its one time status 
of a petty sovereignty, and to either vest 
the latter in himself (that is in Prince Bix- 
marck) or else to make it the occasion of 
raising him and his family to the condition 
of one of the mediatized or formerly reign- 
ing houses of Germany, which figure in part 
2 of the Almanach Gotha, and which have 
the right of marrying on a footing of equal- 
ity the royal dynasties of Europe. 


oe 


Bismarck took the ground that the old 
kaiser and the other German sovereigns 
might well agree to this by way of reward 
for his great services to all of them in the 
organization of the present German empire. 
The old emperor, however, was much of a 
conservative, and while he prized Bismarck 
as a valuable trusted servant did not at all 
relish the notion of putting him on a foot- 
ing of semi-equality by investing him with 
sovereign or mediatized dignity. 

He was likewise well aware that Bavaria 
and a number of other of the score of states 
comprised in the empire would offer strenu- 
ous objections to the proposal. Moreover, it 
is known that he did not care much for 
Herbert Bismarck. 

The consequence was that he turned a per- 
sistently deaf ear to the chanceHor’s appeals 
with regard to the duchy of Lauenburg., 
thus disappointing the great ambition of Bis- 
marck's later life, and when the present 
kaiser bestowed upon him at the time of his 
dismissal the title of duke of Lauenburg as 
a mere nobiliary Prussian dignity, without 
any sovereign or mediatized prerogatives in 
connection therewith, the old statesman saw 
in the gift mere insult added to injury. 


oe 


The kaiser, after all, in conferring titles 
of nobility, either for life or else with the 
reservation to the crown of the right of 
selecting the successor to the honor in ques- 
tion, is acting in the most sensible and up 
to date manner, which, if it were enforced 
in England, would disarm the existing crit- 
icisms.of the house of lords. 

Primogeniture is not always to the ad- 
vantage of the great houses of the aristoc- 
racy nor to the state. The eldest som is not 

ways the member of the family best quali- 
fiéd to administer the fortunes of his house, 
to maintain the luster of its name, or to rep- 
resent it im the forum as an hereditary legis- 
lator. 

The first born is quite often, indeed, the 
black sheep of the family, and it is to this 
that must be ascribed the ruin of many a 
great house of the aristocracy and the dis- 
credit brought on the system of hereditary 
legislation. 

In Great Britain there are scores of his- 
toric families which would be far more ad- 
vantageously represented in the house of 
lords and with much more benefit to the 
commonwealth. by cadets of the house in- 
stead of by its chiefs by right of primo- 
ger.iture. — , 

The kaiser’s scheme, inaugurated since the 
beginning of the present century, solves this 
problem, and gets over this difficulty by 
reserving to the crown in great hereditary 
honors now conferred the prerogative of se- 
lecting the heir to the dignities. .

London Truth in its issue of Dec. 4 refers, in 
a discussion of the situation in Portugal, to 
the extraordinarily pronounced strain at 
Semitic blood in the aristocracy of that king- 
dom.

He 
wished to have a private talk with the son 
of an old friend—my father having been a 
friend ‘ in she happy days gone by.“

I spent only half an hour with him, but 
the old gentleman's memorf was an un- 
fathomable and unfailing fountain of story, 
reminiscence, and escapades since his re- 
ported death and burial and legally re- 
corded demise. I tried to persuade him to 
use his real name, but he implored me for 
his daughter’s sake not to do so. 

‘His story is a peculiar one, his career ab- 
solutely remarkable, and fiction seldom 
conceived an apparently more compiex plot 
than that in which he figured as the husband, 
patriot, and dead hero. 

Divested of every tawdry qualification, a 
résumé of his story is hérewith given, as near 
his own words as recollection from Satur- 
day till Monday permits: 

“Well, it's true I was shot, not seriously, 
however, but severely stunned, and left for 
dead, on the second hour of the battle of Fair 
Oaks, on May 31, 1862. My brigade, regiment, 


and company shifted their line of battle. The 


ground where I had fallen was vacated and 1 
crept, on coming to, into some undergrowth 
till night. Then I made for the confederate 
camp. My reasons for doing so were briefly 
these: Neither desertion nor the lack of 
patriotism led me to it. But unfortunately a 
few years before the war I had married a 
widow with quite a number of children and 


reputed wealth.

“She was buxom, bright, handsome. Our 
honeymoon passed off all right. A year 
thereafter my only child, Annetta, was born. 
The wealth had proven a myth. I had to 
work day and night to support another man's 
children and, instead of love and gratitude, I 
got tongue lashings from her and threats 
from her boys. 

„ go the war was a lucky chance of escape 
forme. After I got into the confederate lines 
I told them I did not want to be exchanged. 
So my slight wound was well treated and I 
was not put under stringent guard, and 
finally, when the surgeon informed them 
that I would not be fit for service for some 
months, I was paroled to go south. I made 
my way to New Orleans, thence to the City of 
Mexico, having first learned that I was re- 
ported dead. 

** So you see my scolding wife got an allow- 
ance for herself and daughter till the latter 
was 16 years of age and a few thousand be- 
sides from my estate. I, meanwhile, after 
the execution of Maximilian, emperor of 
Mexico, the scapegoat and victim of the po- 
litical machinations of Napoleon III., made 
my way to San Francisco, under a different 
name, of course, and left my beard stand. 

„ 

“Well, I made money, saved it, and 
learned, thirty years ago, of my wife's death 
and managed to send $3,000 to my daughter 
without disclosing my identity. I met her, 
however, three days ago; not far from here. 
Don't ask me. I won't tell you where. But 
we—she and her husband—a mighty fine me- 
chanic, a good fellow, and three of her chil- 
dren—will celebrate Christmas here, up 
north, and then probably my course will be 
run, if I can persuade the whole lot of 
them, Annetta and Jim and the children, all 
but three nearly grown, to come with me and 
live in my own ranch, providing they giverme 
a place at the table and don’t make too much 
fuss over me now that they know that I am 
not dead, and still good, God willing, for a 
few years of joy and comfort among my own 
at last. 

Don't ask me why I kept off so long. 
There were many reasons. One of the step- 
sons of my deceased wife got on my track 
some years ago, and it cost me several hun- 
dreds of dollars to put him off the scent. Had 
those children of hers got clear wind of me 
this earth would have become too small for 
me. 

Now, Annetta—that's my daughter—has 
not been communicating with any of her 
step kindred for several years, and the coast 
is clear. We'll have a merry Christmas, and 
I wish you the same and a happy New Tear.“

NEED OF PURE MILK. 

HUDDERSFIELD, England, Dec. 7.—[Ed- 
itor of The Tribune. I— The mayor of a com- 
mune in the middle of France, Villiers le 
Duc, kept alive every infant that was born 
there in ten years. 

Titis was so startling that the French Acad- 
emy of Medicine sent a special commissioner 
to examine and inquire. He reported that 
“every infant born during that period was 
vivant et vigoureux.“ and what is more, no 
mother died in child birth during that period. 
How did he do it? Among other things he 
attended to the milk supply, and saw to it 
that none was used for artificial rearing of 
infants that was not pasteurized. 

We know that raw milk transmits diseas- 
typhoid fever, scarlet fever, diphtheria, 
diarrhea, and tuberculosis; maybe others 
also. 

Your articles in advocacy of pure or pas- 
teurized milk are doing an enormous amount 
of good. I say this on the authority of fifteen 
years’ experience as a health officer. 

John D. Rockefeller’s characteristic mu- 
nificence in further endowing the Institute 
of Medical Research at New York with §2,- 
600,000 is all to the good in the same direc- 
tion. The more we learn the more the need 
becomes apparent for precautions in this 
direction. Hl action is worthy of the ad- 
miration of all thoughtful men. It is a 
gift to humanity at large.

WHEAT BULLS ARE WINNERS | 


Argentine Advices Are Factors 
| in Boosting Market. 


SENTIMENT IN CORN SHIFTY. 


Final Report on Maize Is Bearishly 
Construed. 


Operations in last week's wheat market 
were characterized by a number of influences 
calculated to stir up more general interest 
than has been witnessed in many weeks. 
Although still being confined almost entirely 
to professional channeis, the trade displayed 
more interest and more heart in its work, 
news offerings being such as to keep it on 
the qui vive through almost every session. 
The week was noted for the ascendency of 
the long disheartened bulls. Except at in- 
frequent intervals, the market optimists had 
matters much to their liking. Prices were 
boosted to handsome gains over the finish 
of the previous week, but the natural desire 
to pocket profits prevented full maintenance 
of the advances. Final quotations on Sat~ 
urday represented net gains of e for the 
current month, 4%c for May, and 8c for July, 
compared to the close of the Saturday de- 
fore. : 


Argentina Aide the Bulls. 

Foremost among the governing influences 
were the advices concerning the crop in 
Argentina. Early in the week these mes- 
sages were of a character to instill doubt 
in speculative circles, but in the later 
sessions the dispatches were almost entire- 
ly favorable to bullish endeavor. The Fri- 
day Argentine gossip underlay & sharp up- 
turn in values, with shorts unusually eager 
to seek shelter and bulls equally energetic 
in their efforts to press the advantage. The 
majority of Argentine cxperts on the ground 
and off cabled apprehensiveiy, using rainy 
and otherwise inclement weather as the basis 
of their messages. Important producing 
provinces were said to be in danger of losing 
heavily from the previous rosy prospects, a 
Saturday message indicating that rains this 
week would cause fully 50 per cent of damage 
in some of the harvesting sections. Esti- 
mates as to the Argentine yield and the ex- 
portable surplus have been so varied that 
the trade has been kept “in the air.” One 
estimate figured the exportable surplus at 
180,000,000 bu, another at 186,090,000 bu, and 
another at 126,000,000 bu. Thus far this year 
the Argentine has exported approximately 
108,000,000 bu out of a crop materially leas } 
than that confidently expected this year. 


Bulle Look to Old World. 
Bulls admft that the South American re- 


old world conditions are sufficient to offset 
the increase in yield. Late in the week there 
was an awakening of the foreign inquiry for 
American wheat, but foreigners still show 
a disposition to move cautiously. Total 
world’s exports have been light as compared 
to those of a year ago, with Russia and the 
Danube shipping lightly and the United

Sentiment in Corn Shifty. 


The earlier sessions of the week witnessed 
underlying firmness in the corn market, but 
as the period wore on there appeared to be 
a change in sentiment, with considerable re- 
fiection in the pit.
